No. 2/52-L. — The following rules made by the Chief Commissioner, Delhi, are 
published for general information: — - 

"In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of Section 38 of the 
Government of Part. C States Act. 1951, the Chief Commissioner, Delhi, is pleased 
to make the following rules, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Authentication of Government Orders Rules, 
1952. 

2. All orders or instruments made or executed by or on behalf of the Chief 
Commissioner shall be expressed to be made or executed in the name of the Chief 
Commissioner, 

3. Save in cases where an Officer has been specially empowered to sign an order 
or instrument of the Government of Delhi, every such order or Instrument shall 
he signed either by the Secretary, the Additional Secretary, the Joint Secretary, the 
Deputy Secretary, the Under Secretary, the Assistant Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of Delhi and such signature shall be deemed to be the proper authentication 
of such order or Instrument.”
